So me delay was caused by the fail­

was do ne either party . He nex t 
came in co ntact wfth Mr. O Brien, and 
there is where he made his mistake. 
He attempted to strike O’Brien with 
a pick handle, but that weapo n was 
to o sho rt. 
He secured a sho v el and 
attacked him with that, but failed to 
reach his man. 
Mr. O Brien started 
fo r the po ttery , fo llo wed by the irate 
Italian and tried to make his escape 
in that way and failing to find a way 
o ut, turned back, and just as he reach­ 
ed the do o r leading 
to 
the engine 
ho use the Italian passed, and O’Brien, 
who had a piece o f gas pipe in his 
hand, struck him o n the to p 
o f 
the 
head and felled him to the gro und. 
He struck him o n the back as he lay 
there and then jumped o n the man, 
kicking him o n the head and face.. 
The men were separated and o n ex ­ 
aminatio n it was fo und that thq Ital­ 
ian had receiv ed a co ntused wo und 
between three

Take ad­ 
vantage of certain hours of leisure 
along the line of educational progress 
and improvement, and bar out fool­ 
ishness. Have a definite purpose in 
your teaching. - Do - not rest satisfied 
With simply your graduation and cer­ 
tificate. The occasional general meet­ 
ing of teachers is a good thing. In­ 
stitutes and state meetings are also 
essential features. In thus assembling 
together you will come in contact 
with men and women of rich expe­ 
rience in educational matters; and, if 
you are observant and eager for ad­ 
vancement and improvement, the re­ 
sult will prove a blessing to you. 
‘‘Grade meetings, for a specific pur­ 
pose, are desirable. Teachers must 
get and give. Teachers must grow— 
must become the heads of schools of 
life and power. They must have 
spirit of true pride in their grand pro­ 
fession.

v olu nteer infantry , 
has 
resided 
in 
Frankfort ev er since the y ear 1851 
He describes himself ’as a tram p at 
that time. He was really seeking em­ 
p loy ment, and had intended going fu r­ 
ther west, bu t conclu ded 
to 
settle 
down at Frankfort. 
Years ago, Comrade 
Bu tz 
deter­ 
mined to p erp etu ate the memory of 
some six teen soldiers of the commu ­ 
nity , comrades who had died on the 
battle field or in sou thern p rison p ens, 
and who were bu ried 
in 
u nknown 
grav es. 
The first intention 
was 
to 
erect a wooden shaft; bu t fortu nately 
a marble 
cu tter p assed 
th at 
way , 
stop p ed ov er night in Frankfort,'held 
a conv ersation with Comrade 
Bu tz, 
and the resu lt was the p u rchase of a 
fine marble shaft, with the names and 
regiments of the u nknown dead 
in­ 
scribed thereon. 
The nex t thing was 
to 
secu re a 
p rop er site for the monu ment. 
Con­ 
siderable difficu lty was ex p erienced in 
this direction; bu t finally the 
p u blic 
school board of the p lace granted 
a 
site, one of the v ery best in the town, 
and the 
little shaft 
was 
erected, 
mu ch to the credit of the board of 
edu cation. 
At the time of the dedication of the 
shaft there was an immense tu rn ou t 
of soldiers and citizens, from v ariou s 
p oints, in attendance. 
Congressman 
Shallenberger, of Rochester, Pa., was 
orator of the day . 
Ev ery thing was 
thrown wide op en by the 
loy al and 
hosp itable 
p eop le of Frankfort, and 
one thou sand fiv e hu ndred and six ty - 
sev en p eop le were fed and cared for 
free of charge.

money necessary for the 
erection of 
the handsome 
little monu ment

3.—A refu gee 
from Peking, whose name is not giv en 
fu rnished the North Chinn Daily News 
receiv ed by the Doric y esterday , ail 
accou nt of the ev ents in Peking, which 
shows that the w ar of the Box ers on 
foreigners was ap p rov ed by the em­ 
p ress dowager. 
The writer say s: 
On Ju ne 10, the emp ress downgei 
su ddenly issu ed a decree su mmoning 
nil the Manelu i p rinces, du kes, notable? 
and high officials of the six board? 
and nine ministers to be p rose it at a 
grand cou ncil to be held at once in 
the p alace. The su sp iciou s p art of this 
was that when all had gathered at the 
p alace those who were Manchn were 
first called by the emp ress dowaget 
to a secret au dience, while those of 
Chinese descent wera left in the wait­ 
ing room. 
After the Mau chu s had 
ended their secret cou ncil and had 
come back to the* waiting room they 
were again called back, this time with 
those of Chinese descent, into the em­ 
p ress dowager’s cou ncil room. 
When 
all had p rostrated themselv es before 
the emp ress dbwager and emp eror they 
waited for her to sp eak. 
“She said: T h e foregn p owers hav e 
browbeaten and p ersecu ted u s in su eli 
a manner that we cannot endu re this 
any longer. 
We mu st, therefore, com 
blu e to fight all foreigners to the last, 
to sav e ou r faces in the ey es of the 
world. 
All ou r Mancha p rinces, du kes 
and nobles, ministers high and low 
are u nanimou s in this determination 
for war to the knife, and I ap p rov e of 
their p atriotic choice. 
I, therefore 
giv e all of y ou this annou ncement and 
ex p ect all to do their du ty to their 
cou ntry .* *’ 
The writer then goes on to say that 
Hsu Citing Cheng. Chinese ex -minister 
to Ru ssia. Marqu is Tsing. son of tlie 
late minister to Great Britain, and oth 
er Chinese nobles, tried to influ ence 
the emp ress dowager to rev erse her 
decision, or at least to make a dis 
tinotion between nations, not making 
war u p on friendly nations. 
The em 
p ress dowager declared that in% tills 
war China wou ld hav e the Box ers, who 
were inv u lnerable to bu llet and sword, 
on her side, and cou ld not be conqu er 
ed. The emp eror, who 
d maintained 
a tearfu l silence, finally imp lored the 
emp ress to reconsider her decision, bu t 
she tu rned her back u p on him. 
Con­ 
tinu ing the writer say s: 
“Fou r of the friendly Chinese minis 
ters v isited United States Minister 
Conger at the risk of their liv es, ex 
p lained the situ ation to him, and asked 
if an armistice cou ld not be arranged 
The mu rder of the German minister 
op ened the ey es of the imp erial cou rt 
They saw that things were now in 
danger of going bey ond recall. 
“The most p rominent and activ e of 
the Manchn p arty p resented them­ 
selv es at the p alace on the 2 0th of 
Ju ne, the day after the mu rder of the 
GerrnifTi minister, and got the emp ress 
dowager to issu e a decree to Yu ng Lu . 
as generalissimo of the grand arm y of 
the north, commanding him to bring 
in his army to Peking, and formally a t­ 
tack the iegations, destroy them and 
then, leav ing Peking for Tien Tsin, to 
destroy the foreigners there and so on 
u ntil all were driv en into the sen.”

WAR TI) THE KNIFE. 


Some Inside History of the Chi­ 
nese Uprising. 


DOWAGER EMPRESS HAD HER NTLI

Sn n F rn ne I s oo, Sopt. 3.—A refuges 
from Poking, whose name Is not given 
furnished the North Olina Daily News 
received by the Doric yesterday, ail 
aeronat of the events in Peking, which 
shows that the war of the Boxers on 
foreigners was approved by the em­ 
press dowager. 
The writer says: 
“On June Id, the empress dowagei 
suddenly Issued a decree summoning 
all the Manchu princes, dukes, notables 
and high officials of the six boards 
and nine ministers to be prest* it at a 
grand council to be held at once in 
the palace. The suspicious part of this 
was that when nil had gathered at tile 
palace those who were Manchu were 
first called by the empress dowager 
to a secret audience, while those of 
Chinese descent werg left in the wait 
lug room. 
After the Manchus had 
ended their secret council and had 
come back to the waiting room they 
wore again called back, this time with 
those of Chinese descent, into the em­ 
press dowager’s council room. 
When 
all had prostrated themselves before 
the empress dowager and emperor they 
waited for lier to speak. 
“She said: ‘The foregn powers have 
browbeaten and persecut'd us in such 
a manner that we cannot endure this 
any longer. We must, therefore, cont­ 
inue to fight all foreigners to the last, 
to save our faces in the eyes of the 
world. All our Manchu princes, dukes 
and nobles, ministers high and low 
are unanimous in this determination 
for war to the knife, and I approve of 
their patriotic choice. 
I, therefore, 
give all of you this announcement and 
expect all to do their duty to their 
country.’ ” 
The writer then goes on to say that 
TIsu Ching Cheng. Chinese ex-minister 
to Russia. Marquis Tsing. son of the 
late minister to Great Britain, and oth­ 
er Chinese nobles, tried to influence 
the empress dowager to reverse lier 
decision, or at least to make a dis­ 
tinction between nations, not making 
war upon friendly nations. 
The em­ 
press dowager declared that iii% this 
war China would have the Boxers, who 
were invulnerable to bullet and sword, 
on her side, and could net bo conquer­ 
ed. The emperor, who ' d maintained 
a tearful silence, finally implored the 
empress to reconsider her decision, but 
she turned lier back upon him. Con­ 
tinuing the writer says: 
“Four of the friendly Chinese minis­ 
ters visited United States Minister 
Conger at the risk of their lives, ex­ 
plained the situation to him, and asked 
if an armistice could not be arranged. 
The murder of the German minister 
opened the eyes of the Imperial court. 
They saw that things were now in 
danger of going beyond recall. 
“The most prominent and active of 
the Manchu party presented them­ 
selves at the palace on the 20th of 
June, the day after the murder of the 
Gerimfh minister, and got tile empress 
dowager to issue a decree to Yung Lu. 
as generalissimo of the grand army of 
tho north, commanding him to bring 
in bis army to Peking, and formally at­ 
tack the legations, destroy them and 
then, leaving Peking for Tien Tsin, to 
destroy the foreigners there and so on 
until all were driven into the sea.” 
Just as the empress dowager was 
about to slim the decree, says tile writ­ 
er. the emperor again besought her 
..et to plunge the nation into wnr, but 
Mio treated him with contempt and he 
left he council chamber weeping.

Powers Trying to Induce Her 
to Withdraw Troops. 


FEARED THE SCHEME WILLSUCCEED 


a Great Deal Depend* Upon th e Czar**

Wasldngton, Sept. 4. — A dispatch 
from Minister Conger was received »y 
the state department Monday. 
It was 
Chiefly Interesting in being the first 
word from him since his dispatch of 
about the 27th ult., referring to the 
proposed parade of troops through the 
Imperial palace in Peking. 
Like that 
dispatch, this is dateless as to Pe­ 
king. 
T he contents were not made 
public, but it was stated that it con­ 
tained nothing materially 
clanging 
the situation. Th a lack of date led to 
a determination to take energetic steps 
by which all dispatches hereafter com­ 
ing to the state department from China 
will have the date clearly stated. 
The other dispatches received yes­ 
terday from China referred to the state 
of health of the troops, which generally 
la satisfactory. 
It cannot be learned that there has 
been any marked advancement of the 
negotiations between the powers touch­ 
ing the withdrawal of the international 
forces from Peking. 
Th^ plain indi­ 
cation is that the powers are acting 
upon the hint conveyed in the last note 
of the state department, and are bring­ 
ing all their influence to bear upon 
Russia to induce her to change her 
mind as to withdrawing her troops. 
For some reason the authorities here 
appear to feel a growing confidence 
that this effort will be successful. 


A Test o f Russia** Sincerity. 
It Is noted as a fact of great signifi­ 
cance that the proposition is being ad­ 
vanced to have Prince Ching return 
to Peking as the acting head of the 
Chinese government. 
The suggestion 
is made that the progress of this wave 
of reorganization while the interna­ 
tional troops are still in Peking, prom­ 
ising, as it does, speedily to provide 
an actual de facto Chinese govern­ 
ment with which the nations may treat 
without 
further 
doubt 
as 
to 
its 
strength, may solve the present prob­ 
lem and put the Chinese question in a 
fair way to final and satisfactory set­ 
tlement. 
Much may depend upon the 
attitude of Russia in this matter, and 
the manner in which she treats this 
appeal from the Chinese notables may 
prove to be a tost of the sincerity of 
her expressed desire to deal with the 
Chinese government as soon as possi­ 
ble. 
Dr. HU, first secretary of state, re 
turned to Washington yesterday, and 
assumed the duties of acting head of 
tthe state department, relieving Mr. 
Adee, who has performed these duties

1884 he was elected to the Forty-ninth congress from the Third district, But 
ler, Preble, W arren and Clermont, and in 1886 to the Fiftieth from the Sev­ 
enth district, composed of Butler, Greene, Clerm ont and W arren. 
In each 
instance he was elected from a district which had a normal Republican ma­ 
jority of several hundred. 
He was an active and useful member of congress. 
In 1889 he w;as the Democratic candidate for governor of the state and 
was elected over Joseph B. Foraker by a vote of 379,423 to 368,551. 
In 1891 
he was again the Democratic candidate for governor, and was defeated by 
W illiam McKinley, Jr., by a vote of 386,739 to 365,228. 
In 1895 he was again 
a candidate for governor and was (defeated by Asa S. Bushnell by a vote of 
427,141 to 334,519. 
In 1899 he is in the practice of his profession in the city 
of New York, and has been frequently spoken of as a possible candidate for 
the presidency.

It ap p ears that Bry an, in his Indian­ 
ap o lis sp eech o f accep tance, indu lged 
In a go o d deal o f p o etic license, draw 
ing largely o n his 
Imaginatio n fo r 
ap ho risms and declaratio ns which ap 
p eared to fit the Demo cratic v iew o f 
p resent 
co nditio ns 
and 
accrediting 
them to o thers. Amo ng tho se to who m 
Bry an gav e the credit fo r u tterances 
p u rely his o wn were Abraham Linco ln, 
Daniel Webster, Tho mas JefTerso n and 
ev en the Scrip tu res. 
Llo y d Jo nes, a well k no wn atto rney 
o f Chicago , is no t o nly a man o f co n­ 
siderable literary research, bu t he also 
tak es an interest In p o litics. This led 
him to do what Mr. Bry an p ro bably 
tho u ght no o ne wo u ld tak e the tro u ble 
to ev en attemp t, to v erify the many 
alleged q u o tatio ns In the Indianap o lis 
sp eech. 
The resu lt Is Interesting as 
sho wing no t o nly many misq u o tatio ns, 
bu t an abso lu te disregard fo r facts and 
figu re®. Sp eak ing o f the resu lts o f his 
Inv estigatio n, Mr. Jo nes said: 


P q nnt nr i» nd 
W hit * Men. 
The thing which first stru ck me In 
Mr. Bry an’s sp eech was his statement 
that the Philip p ines are to o near the 
eq u ato r fo r white men to liv e in, and 
o ther natio ns had tried to co lo nize in 
the same latitu de and failed. 
He in­ 
stanced Jav a, which, he said, Ho lland 
had co ntro lled ‘fo r 300 y ears, and y et 
to day there are less than 6 0,000 p eo p le 
o f Eu ro p ean birth scattered amo ng the 
23.000,000 nativ es.* 
“Pay ing no attentio n to the fact that 
he is almo st insanely erro neo u s in his 
figu res as to p o p u latio n, the fact is 
that Jav a did no t beco me a Du tch co l­ 
o ny u ntil 1830, and*no w two states are 
ru led by nativ e p rinces. 
As to white 
men liv ing u nder the eq u ato r, that line 
p asses thro u gh Eq u ado r, Brazil 
and 
the United States 
o f Co lo mbia, in 
So u th America, and these states are 
entirely do minated by the whites. The 
city o f Manila is 15Mi degrees no rth 
latitu de, while Au stralia, the largest 
co lo ny England has, ex cep ting Canada, 
ex tends fro m 10 to 39 so u th latitu de, 
and is largely inside the 
tro p ic o f 
Cap rico rn. 
It has been entirely co l­ 
o nized by white p eo p le. 
All o f this led me to lo o k Into the 
accu racy o f Mr. Bry an’s 
q u o tatio ns 
fro m Linco ln, Jefferso n, and o thers, 
and here I fo u nd so me cu rio u s things. 
He alway s p artly p ro tects himself by 
failing to q u o te literally , and thu s he 
Is able to giv e a sentence a meaning 
which the au tho r nev er intended it to 
hav e. Fo r Instance, he say s: 
“ ‘In 186 9 Linco ln said that the Re­ 
p u blican p arty believ ed in the man 
and the do llar, bu t in case o f co nflict 
it believ ed in the man befo re the do l­ 
lar.* 
L inc o ln D id n’t Say It. 
"Mr. Linco ln nev er said that o r any ­ 
thing lik e it in 1859 , bu t in 186 0 he 
did say what Mr. Bry an has p ro bably 
twisted to serv e his p u rp o se. In argu ­ 
ing that the traffic in slav es was inher­ 
ently wro ng. Mr. Linco ln said he did 
no t believ e In weighing 
the 
do llar 
against hu man life.’ 
‘‘This was in answ’er to the defend­ 
ers o f the slav e o wners, who claimed 
that to do away with slav ery wo u ld 
destro y p ro p erty rights, and were it 
no t fo r these same slav e o wners and 
their 
descendants, Mr. Bry an wo u ld 
no t no w hav e the slightest chance o f 
electio n. 
"Again, in def ending his advocacy 
•f rat if ying 
the treaty wit h Spain, he 
quot es Lincoln as saying: ‘ Can aliens 
st ake t reat ies easier t han f riends can 
make laws?’

"Linco ln nev er said this at all. The 
langu age is that o f Nap o leo n Bo na­ 
p arte after the battle o f Marengo , t he 
greatest imp erialist who 
ev er 
liv ed 
since the day s o f Caesar and Alex an­ 
der. 
“Fu rther o n he q u o tes 
Linco ln as 
lay ing: ‘The safety o f this natio n is 
Do t in its fleets, its armies, its fo rts, 
bu t in the sp irit which p rizes liberty 
as the heritage o f all men in all lands, 
and we can no t destro y this 
sp irit 
witho u t p lanting the seeds o f desp o t­ 
ism at o u r do o rs.’ 
“Linco ln nev er said this o r any thing 
lik e it. The q u o tatio n, ho wev er, seems 
to be garbled fro m Daniel Webster’s 
sp eech 
o n ‘Edu catio n,’ in which he 
say s: 
“ ‘We may erect bu lwark s 
against 
fo reign inv asio n, bu t what p o wer shall 
we find in walls to p ro tect the p eo p le 
against themselv es?' 
Then, again, Bry an q u o tes Jeffer­ 
so n as say ing. ‘If there be o ne p rinci­ 
p le mo re deep ly -ro o ted than any o ther 
in the mind o f ev ery American, it is 
that we sho u ld hav e no thing to do 
with co nq u est,’ and ‘Co nq u est is no t in 
o u r p rincip les; It Is inco nsistent with 
o u r go v ernment.* 
"The first q u o tatio n was nev er u t­ 
t ered by Jefferso n at all. 
It can be 
fo u nd in a sp ecial message o f Presi­

The seco nd q u o tatio n can no t 
be fo u nd any where. 
It has neither 
father no r mo ther. 
Jefferso n, ho w­ 
ev er, did say : 
"I k no w the acq u isitio n o f Lo u isiana 
has been disap p ro v ed by so me fro m a 
candid ap p rehensio n that the enlarge­ 
ment o f o u r territo ry wo u ld endanger 
the Unio n. Bu t who can limit the ex ­ 
tent to which the federativ e p rincip le 
may o p erate effectiv ely ?

“As bearing o n the attitu de o f the 
United States to ward the Philip p ines. 
Mr. Bry an q u o tes Jefferso n as say ing:

"Jefferso n did say this, bu t it was 
in sp eak ing o f the actio ns o f Aaro n

‘The Filip ino s are mo re cap ­ 
able o f self-go v ernment than the Cu ­ 
bans,* and in all o f Dewey ’s rep o rts 
there is no thing o f the k ind.

Paid Employes. 


THEY GET THE LION’ S SHARE. 


Ed Cook Sued. 
Frank McCo y has entered su it in 
the co u rt o f Sq u ire McCarro n against 
Ed Co o k fo r $2 6 7, a balance claimed 
du e fo r labo r.

No less than $4,400,208 is the in­ 
crease in wages p aid by the railro ads 
o f Ohio to their emp lo y es fo r the last 
fiscal y ear, as co mp ared with 189 5. 
This is the difference between McKin­ 
ley times and Demo cratic times. 
Un­ 
der McKinley the nu mber o f emp lo y es 
o n Ohio railro ads increased 9 ,405. The 
gro ss earnings increased 
$9 ,26 3,807, 
with an increase o f $1,876 ,811 in net 
earnings. 
The great item o f increase was in 
freight—fro m 6 7,000,000 to ns to 104,- 
000,000 to ns. 
This v ast gain o f mo re 
than 53 p er cent, in freight handled 
means p lainly that the ship p ers get 
the benefit o f mu ch lo wer rates. The 
fact is that there is no t o u tside o f 
the United States any co u ntry that 
carries freight fo r the distance that 
the American railro ads mo v e it at as 
lo w a p rice p er to n p er mile. Ameri­ 
can ship p ers hav e the lo west freight 
rates in the wide wo rld. 
Ano ther v ery significant featu re in 
these figu re®, ju st co mp leted by State 
Railro ad Co mmissio ner Kay ler, is that, 
while the div idends to the sto ck ho ld­ 
ers o f Ohio railro ads were increased 
by $835,9 03, that gain was o nly .8 p er 
cent., while the rate o f gain to the 
emp lo y es was do u ble as mu ch, o r 16 
p er cent. The emp lo y es receiv ed near­ 
ly three times as mu ch fro m the rail­ 
ro ads o f the state as was p aid to the 
o wners o f the p ro p erty , the wage earn­ 
ings being $32,076 ,046 , while the en­ 
tire div idends p aid amo u nted o nly to 
$11,157,185, 
Yet ano ther interesting, ev en im­ 
p o rtant, fact is the 
v astly greater 
amo u nt o f these wages p aid to train­ 
men, 
track men, 
sho p men 
and 
the 
wo rk ingmen o f all classes, as co mp ar­ 
ed with the p ay ments to o fficers and 
o ffice emp lo y es. Ou t o f the mo re than 
$32,000,000, all the general o fficers to ­ 
gether go t o nly $6 44,246 ; o ther o ffi­ 
cers, $531,257; the general o ffice clerk s, 
$1,343,26 8. 
All the rest was p aid to 
the classes abo v e named, inclu ding the 
statio n agents and their help ers, and 
the wo rk ers alo ng the lines o f the 
roads.

OHIO RAILROADS. 


Enormous Increase In W ages 
Paid Employes.

No less than $4,400,208 is the in­ 
crease in wages paid by the railroads 
of Ohio to their employes for the last 
fiscal year, as compared with 1895. 
This is the difference between McKin­ 
ley times and Democratic times. Un­ 
der McKinley the number of employes 
on Ohio railroads increased 9,405. The 
gross earnings increased $9,263,807, 
with an increase of $1,876,811 in net 
earnings. 
The great item of increase was in 
freight—from 67,000,000 tons to 104,- 
000,000 tons. This vast gain of more 
than 53 per cent in freight handled 
means plainly that the shippers get 
the benefit of much lower rates. The 
fact is that there is not outside of 
the United States any country that 
carries freight for the distance that 
the American railroads move it at aa 
low a price per ton per mile. Ameri­ 
can shippers have the lowest freight 
rates in the wide world. 
Another very significant feature In 
these figure*, just completed by State 
Railroad Commissioner Kayler, is that, 
while the dividends to the stockhold­ 
ers of Ohio railroads were increased 
by $835,903, that gain was only .8 per 
cent., while the rate of gain to the 
employes was double as much, or 16 
per cent. The employes received near­ 
ly three times as much from the rail­ 
roads of the state as was paid to the 
owners of the property, the wage earn­ 
ings being $32,076,046, while the en­ 
tire dividends paid amounted only to 
$11,157,185. 
Yet another interesting, even im­ 
portant, fact is the 
vastly greater 
amount of these wages paid to train­ 
men, trackmen, shopmen and the 
workingmen of all classes, as compar­ 
ed with the payments to officers and 
office employes. Out of the more than 
$32,000,000, all the general officers to­ 
gether got only $644,246; other offi­ 
cers, $531,257; the general office clerks, 
$1,343,268. 
All the rest was paid to 
the classes above named, Including the 
station agents and their helpers, and 
the workers along the lines of the 
roads.

THE DEMMIES IN SESSION. 


Labor day was observed in this city 
yesterday with the largest demonstra­ 
tion ever held in this city. 
Every factory in the city was shut 
down, and as early as 7 o’clock the 
crowds of working men began to as­ 
semble at Brotherhood hall. 
Some delay was caused by the fail­ 
ure of the Wellsville delegation 
to 
arrive on time, and the parade was 
smaller by several hundred 
than 
it 
would otherwise have been. 
About 300 people from Salem 
and 
Sebring arrived on a special train ear­ 
ly in the morning and made a good 
display in the parade. 
At 9:45 the parade was ready to 
move and the route was as follows: 
Broadway to East Market, to Sixth, 
to Monroe, to Fourth, to Market, 
to 
Second, to Broadway, to Fourth, 
to 
Market, to W est Market and counter 
march to the Diamond, where it dis­ 
banded. 
There were fully 1,500 men in line 
besides the displays of the business 
men. 
Toward noon the weather

meetings are also 
essential features, in thus assembling 
together you will come in 
contact 
with men and women of rich expe­ 
rience in educational matters; and, if 
you are observant and eager for ad­ 
vancement and improvement, the re­ 
sult will prove a blessing to you. 
"Grade meetings, for a specific pur­ 
pose, are desirable.

get and give.

The town of Frankfort is situated 
in Beaver county, Pa., on the 
south 
side of the Ohio river, and is distant 
about 14 miles from East Liverpool. 
It is a pleasant drive during the prev­ 
alence of good roads and good weath­ 
er, and the landscape views between 
this city and that point are simply 
superb, and must be personally viewed 
in order 
to 
be 
fully 
appreciated. 
Frankfort is an historic spot, and vol­ 
umes could be filled in inditing its past 
history. 
Comrade J. W. Butz, high private 
E company. Sixty-first 
Pennsylvania 
volunteer infantry, has resided 
in 
Frankfort ever since the year 1851. 
He describes himself >s a tramp at 
that time. He was really seeking em­ 
ployment, and had intended going fur­ 
ther west, but concluded 
to 
settle 
down at Frankfort. 
Years ago. Comrade 
Butz 
deter­ 
mined to perpetuate the memory of 
some sixteen soldiers of the commu­ 
nity, comrades who had died on the 
battle field or in southern prison pens, 
and who were buried 
in 
unknown 
graves. 
The first intention 
was to 
erect a wooden shaft; but fortunately 
a marble 
cutter passed 
that 
way, 
stopped over night in Frankfort,'held 
a conversation with Comrade 
Butz, 
and the result was the purchase of a 
fine marble shaft, with the names and 
regiments of the unknown dead 
in­ 
scribed thereon. 
The next thing was 
to 
secure a 
proper site for the monument. 
Con­ 
siderable difficulty was experienced in 
this direction; but finally the public1 
school board of the place granted 
a 
site, one of the very best in the town, 
and the 
little shaft 
was erected, 
much to the credit of the board of 
education. 
At the time of the dedication of the 
shaft there was an immense turn out 
of soldiers and citizens, from various 
points, in attendance. 
Congressman 
Shallenberger, of Rochester, Pa., was 
orator of the day. 
Everything was 
thrown wide open by the 
loyal and 
hospitable people of Frankfort, and 
one thousand five hundred and sixty- 
seven people were fed and cared for 
free of charge. 
The following are the names upon 
tho monument: 
“In memory of our heroic dead, who 
sleep in unknown graves.” 
Win. G. King, 46th Pa. infantry. 
John G. Keiffer, 44th regiment in 
hue, better known as the First Pa. 
cavalry. 
Thomas F. Campbell, 64th regiment 
iu line, or 4th Pa. cavalry. 
The following were members of the 
140th Pa. infantry. 
Robert 
Lindsey, 
David 
Keiffer, 
James H. Beal, Jonathan Berlin, Wm. 
McCreary, Robert G. Savage, Stewart 
Campbell, George Fox, Jacob Fleegel, 
Wm. Purdy, Wm. Conley, 
Wm. 
W. 
Hi rron, Louis Swearingen. 
There are quite a number of old 
members of the 140th regiment now 
reading in East 
Liverpool. 
Among 
this number we note Messrs. Robert 
aud John Hall. 
These comrades 
re­ 
sided in the immediate vicinity 
of 


Frankfort previous to the civil war, 
and enlisted at that point. 
Frankfort is blessed by not having 
a saloon nearer the village than 
13 
miles. Would to God that East Liver­ 
pool could say the same. 
Frankfort and surrounding country 
has a very enviable 
war record, as 
a very large 
percentage of the citi­ 
zens responded to the call for volun­ 
teers from 1861 to 1865 
Comrade Butz at first supplied the 
money necessary for the erection of 
the handsome 
little monument 
re­ 
ferred to above; but the large-hearted 
citizenship of the little town decided 
that this was not fair nor just, and 
they returned to him almost the full 
sum he had so generously expended. 
The plat of ground and the wall sur­ 
rounding the 
monument have been 
somewhat neglected of late; but we 
understand that interested citizens, in 
common with the members of 
the 
board of education, will remedy this 
feature at once, and that action will 
then be taken insuring careful atten­ 
tion in the future. 
It has been sug­ 
gested that 
an 
iron picket 
fence 
should be erected, and this may pos­ 
sibly materialize. 
Surely this memo­ 
rial, erected in memory of Frankfort’s 
unknown dead, heroes all, should be 
kept in irreproachable condition.

Some Inside H istory of the C h i­ 
nese Uprising.

San Francisco, Sept. 3.—A refugee 
from Peking, whose name is not given, 
furnished the North China Daily News 
received by the Doric yesterday, an 
account of the events in Peking, whieb 
shows that the war of the Boxers on 
foreigners was approved by the em­ 
press dowager. 
The writer says: 
“On June IO. tile empress dowagei 
suddenly issued a decree summoning 
nil the Manchu princes, dukes, notables 
and high officials of the six boards 
and nine ministers to be prose it at a 
grand council to be held at once in 
the palace. Tile suspicious part of this 
was that when all had gathered at tlie 
palace those who were Manchu were 
first called by the empress dowager 
to a secret audience, while those of 
Chinese descent were left in the wait­ 
ing room. 
After the Manchus had 
ended their secret council and had 
come back to the waiting room they 
were again called back, this time with 
those of Chillest* descent, into the em­ 
press dowager’s council room. 
When 
all had prostrated themselves before 
the empress dowager and emperor they 
waited for lier to speak. 
“She said: ‘The forego powers have 
browbeaten and persecute! us in such 
a manner that we cannot endure this 
any longer. We must, therefore, com­ 
bine to fight all foreigners to the last, 
to save our faces iii the eyes of the 
world. All our Manchu princes, dukes 
and nobles, ministers high and low 
are unanimous in this determination 
for war to the knife, and I approve of 
their patriotic choice. 
I, therefore, 
give nil of you this announcement and 
expect all to do their duty to their 
country.* *’ 
Tile writer then goes on to say that 
Hsu Ching Cheng. Chinese ex-minister 
to Russia. Marquis Tslng, son of the 
late minister to Great Britain, anil oth­ 
er Chinese nobles, tried to influence 
the empress dowager to reverse lier 
decision, or at least to make a dis­ 
tinction between nations, not making 
war upon friendly nations. 
The em­ 
press dowager declarer! that in, this 
war China would have the Boxers, who 
were invulnerable to bullet and sword. 
on lier side. and could not lie conquer­ 
ed. The emperor, who 
d maintained 
a tearful silence, finally Implored tlie 
empress to reconsider lier decision, but 
silo turned lier back upon him. 
Con­ 
tinuing the writer says: 
“Four of the friendly Chinese minis- 
ters visited United States Minister 
Conger at the risk of their lives, ox 
plained the situation to him, and a s k e d 
if an armistice could not Im» arranged. 
The murder of the German minister 
opened the eyes of the Imperial court. 
They saw that things were now Iii 
danger of going beyond recall. 
“The most prominent and active of 
the Manchu party presented them­ 
selves at the palace on the 2 0 th of 
June, the day after the murder of the 
Germ db minister, and got the empress 
dowager to issue a decree to Yang Lu. 
as generalissimo of tile grand army of 
the north, commanding him to bring 
in his army to ['eking, and formally at- 
tnek the legations, destroy them and 
then. leaving Peking for Tien Tsln. to 
destroy the foreigners thoro and so on 
until all were driven into the sea.” 
Just as the empress dowager was 
nliout to sign the decree, says the w rit­ 
er. the emperor again besought her 
..of to plunge the nation Into war, but 
She treated him with contempt and he 
lift hi* council chamber weeping.

Powers Trying to Induce Her 
to Withdraw Troops. 


FEARED THE SCHEME WILL SUCCEED 


^ Great I)«k1 Depends I'pon the Czar’* 
Attitude—Mr. Adee Huh Keen ,Succeeded 
by I»r, Hill—Pel Ho River la Now 
Ope ii aud Safe For Transportation. 


W ashington, Sept. 4. — A dispatch 
from Minister Conger was received >y 
the state departm ent Monday, 
It was 
chiefly Interesting in being the first 
word from him since his dispatch of 
about the 27th ult., referring to the 
proposed parade of troops through the 
Imperial palace In Peking. 
Like that 
dispatch, this is dateless as to Pe­ 
king. 
The contents were not made 
public, but it was stated th at it con­ 
tained 
nothing 
materially 
clanging 
the situation. Tira lack of date led to 
a determination to take energetic steps 
by which all dispatches hereafter com­ 
ing to the state departm ent from China 
will have the date clearly stated. 
The other dispatches received yes­ 
terday from China referrer! to the state 
of health of the troops, which generally 
ta satisfactory. 
It cannot he learned that there has 
been any marked advancem ent of the 
negotiations between the powers touch­ 
ing the withdrawal of tin* international 
forces from Peking. 
Tile plain indi­ 
cation is th at the powers are acting 
upon the hint conveyed in tile last note 
of the state department, and are bring­ 
ing all their influence to bear upon 
Russia to induce lier to change her 
mind na to w ithdraw ing her troops. 
F o r some reason the authorities here 
appear to feel a growing confidence 
th a t this effort will be successful. 
A Test of Russia** Sincerity. 
It is noted as a fact of great signifi­ 
cance th at the proposition is being ad­ 
vanced to have Prince Ching return 
to Peking as the acting head of tile 
Chinese government. 
The suggestion 
is made that tile progress of tills wave 
of reorganization while the interna­ 
tional troops are still in Peking, prom­ 
ising. as it does, speedily to provide 
an actual de facto Chinese govern­ 
m ent with which the nations may treat 
w ithout 
further 
doubt 
as 
to 
its 
strength, may solve the present prob­ 
lem and put the Chlneae question In a 
fair way to final and satisfactory set­ 
tlement.

Now York's Governor Urged Each to 
Stand Up For Hit, Own Right**—The 
Democratic Nominee Alleged the Work­ 
men Could Cont rid the Country’s Destiny, 


Chicago, Sept. 4.—Organized labor of 
Chicago passed in review before Colo­ 
nel William J. Bryan and Colonel The­ 
odore Roosevelt. 
Hour after hour the 
labor unions marched down Michigan 
avenue past the Auditorium hotel, on 
the loggia of which stood Tile Demo­ 
cratic nominee for president; tile Re­ 
publican Vice presidential candidate 
and other political leaders. 
Both Bry­ 
an and Roosevelt were heartily cheer­ 
ed by the 111**11 as they marched1 past 
the hotel. 
When the parade was mov­ 
ing a host of people, mostly the fami­ 
lies of workingmen, gathered in Elec­ 
tric park, where the speeches of the 
day were delivered. 
Governor Roose­ 
velt said in part: 
“ By far tilt* greatest problem, the 
most far-reaching in* its stupendous 
importance, is th at problem, which we 
have grown to speak of as the labor 
question. 
It must bt* always a pecul­ 
iar privilege for any thoughtful public 
man to address a body of men com­ 
posed of wage-workers, for the foun­ 
dation of our whole social structure 
rests upon the material and moral well- 
lieing, the intelligence, the foresight, 
the sanity, tile sense of duty, and the 
wholesome patriotism of the wage­ 
worker. 
This is doubly the case now. 
for, In addition to each m an’s individ­ 
ual action, you have learned the great 
lesson of acting in combination. 
It 
would be impossible to overestimate 
tile far-reaching influence of. and. on 
tile whole, tho amount of good done; 
through your association. 
“ We must beware of any attempt 
to make hatred in any form the basis 
of action. 
Most emphatically each of 
us needs to stand up for his own 
rights: all men and all groups of men 
are bound to retain their self-respect, 
ami demanding the same respect from 
others to see th at they are not Injured, 
and that they have thought and action. 
But to feed a grudge against others. 
while it may or may not harm them, 
is sure In the long run to do infinite 
harm to the man himself. 
“On the whole, we shall all go up or 
go down together.. 
Some may go up 
or go down further than others.but dis­ 
regarding tin* sjieoin! exceptions the 
rule is that all must have to share in 
common something of whatever ad­ 
versity or w hatever prosperity Is in 
stun* for the nation as a whole. 
In 
the long run each section of the com­ 
munity will rise or fall as tile com­ 
munity rises or falls. 
If hard times 
come to the nation whether as the re­ 
sult of natural causes, or liecause they 
are Invited by our own folly, all of us 
will suffer, 
lf. on the other hand, 
providence ami our own energy and 
good sense bring prosperity to us, all 
will share in th at prosperity. 
We will 
not all share alike, hut something each 
one of tis will get. 
Let us strive to 
make the conditions of life such that 
as nearly as jtossible each man shall 
receive the share to which he Is hon­ 
estly entitled and no more, and let us 
remember at the same time that our 
efforts m ust lie to build tip rather 
than to strike down. ami that we can 
best help ourselves not at the expense 
of others, but by heartily working with 
them for tile common good of each and 
all.” 
In the course of his address Mr. Bry­ 
an said. 
“The first thing to be considered is 
the In u rin g m an’s ambition: w hat are 
his nims and ids purposes; for what is 
he striving? 
The animal needs only 
food and shelter because he im* noth­ 
ing lint a I tody to care for; but m an’s 
wants ore more numerous. Tin* animal 
complains when it is hungry, and Is 
contented when its hunger Is appeased: 
but man. mad'* In the Image of the cre­ 
ator. is a Ninefold being aud must 
develop tin* head and the heart as well 
as the body. 
lie la not satisfied with 
mere physical existence: neither will 
he be content unless all avenues of 
advancement are ©pen to him.

TRYING TO FIX THE BLAME. 


A Rigid InventIgation a* to the Philadel­ 
phia and Reading Accident. 
Philadelphia, Sept. 4.—It seems to ho 
the genarlly accepted conclusion that 
the wreck on the 
Philadelphia and 
Reading railway at Hatfield, 27 miles 
from this city, which resulted in the 
loss of 13 lives and more or less seri­ 
ous injuries to 53 person* was due to 
tile negligence or direct disregard of 
signals. 
While the Reading company 
will not lie prepared to make any for­ 
mal statem ent until Tuesday, the prin­ 
cipal line of investigation is being 
draw n about W. S. Grove©, the train 
dispatcher at Philadelphia, D. B. Beid- 
ler, the operator at Souderton, 2*j 
mile* from Hatfield, and John Davis, 
engineer of 
tin* colliding excursion 
train, who is dying in a hospital at 
Bethlehem. 
According to Jam es Benner, flagman 
at Souderton station, the milk train 
passed that station on time, aud, fol­ 
lowing tin* rule of the company, which 
requires any train coming after an­ 
other within five minutes to be stop­ 
ped, he placed a red flag between the 
track*. 
In three minutes tile excursion 
train came thundering along with Da­ 
vis at th** throttle and tho train' nuking 
40 miles an hour. 
Davis made no ef­ 
fort to stop and waved Bonner to one 
side. 
Tile latter had only time to se­ 
cure his flag and spring out of danger 
as the train swept by. 
Looking up­ 
ward. he saw that Beidlor had a clear 
signal set. 
Beidler, when questioned, 
said he received no orders to stop the 
train. This would seem to conflict with 
a statement made by General Superin­ 
tendent Sweignrd that all agents must 
stop a train, orders or no order*, if 
there is five minutes* time or less be­ 
tween them. 
Mr. Swelgard also indicated that 
Train Dispatcher Groves macle some 
effort to hold th© train up before it 
reached Souderton, but said that it was 
yet to lie learned whether it was be­ 
cause of liis neglect or bad wires duo 
lo a lienvv fog prevailing at the time, 
that tin* train was not stopped. 
The report presented In local after­ 
noon papers that G. W. Ackerman!!, 
it Reading railway operator, bad b«*en 
'Forking “extra” at Souderton, the first 
station above Hatfield, had received 
orders to hold the excursion train at 
tiiat point and that la* had failed to 
carry out the orders, is untrue. Acker- 
maim was temporarily working at Per­ 
kasie. six miles above tile scene of 
the wreck, and after he had been re­ 
lieved he boarded tile milk train for 
Philadelphia. He was slightly injured 
in tile collision. 
A eke ria ann says he 
had no connection with the wreck anil 
received no orders to hold any excur­ 
sion trains. 
As to tile responsibility for the acci­ 
dent Coroner McGlathery Is non-com­ 
mittal. hut in* ventured th** assertion 
that the records of tile two trains In 
question will play an important part 
in the investigation.

It appears th a t Bryan, in his Indian­ 
apolis speech of acceptance, indulged 
In a good deal of poetic license, draw ­ 
ing largely on his 
im agination for 
aphorism s and declarations which ap­ 
peared to fit the Democratic view of 
present 
conditions 
and 
accrediting 
them to others. Among those to whom 
Bryan gave the credit for utterances 
purely his own were Abraham Lincoln, 
Daniel W ebster, Thom as Jefferson and 
even the Scriptures. 
Lloyd Jones, a well known attorney 
of Chicago, is not only a man of cen­ 
t e r a b l e literary research, but he also 
takes an interest in politics. This led 
him to do w hat Mr. Bryan probably 
thought no one would take the trouble 
to even attem pt, to verify the m any 
alleged quotations in the Indianapolis 
speech. 
The result Is Interesting as 
showing not only m any m isquotations, 
but an absolute disregard for facts and 
figure®. Speaking of the results of his 
Investigation, Mr. Jones said: 


Fqtin***’’ wild 
W h it* Men. 
“The th in g which first struck me In 
Mr. B ryan’s speech was his statem ent 
that the Philippines are 
too near the 
equator for w hite men to live In, and 
other nations had tried to colonize in 
the sam e latitude and failed. 
He in­ 
stanced Java, which, he said, Holland 
had controlled ’for 300 years, and yet 
today there are less than 60,000 people 
of European birth scattered among the 
23.000.000 natives.’ 
“ Paying no attention to the fact th at 
he is alm ost insanely erroneous in his 
figures as to population, the fact is 
that Java did not become a Dutch col­ 
ony until 1830, and*now two states are 
ruled by native princes. 
As to white 
men living under the equator, th at line 
passes through Equador, Brazil 
and 
the United States 
of 
Colombia, in 
South Am erica, and these states are 
entirely dom inated by the white®. The 
city of M anila is 15Vi degrees north 
latitude, w hile A ustralia, the largest 
colony England has, excepting Canada, 
extends from IO to 39 south latitude, 
and is largely Inside the 
tropic of 
Capricorn. 
It has been entirely col­ 
onized by w hite people. 
“ All of this led me to look into the 
accuracy of Mr. B ryan’s 
quotations 
from Lincoln. Jefferson, and others. 
and here I found some curious thing®. 
He always partly protects himself by 
failing to quote literally, and thus he 
Is able to give a sentence a meaning 
which the author never Intended it to 
have. F or instance, he says: 
“ ’In 1869 Lincoln said th at the Re­ 
publican party believed in the man 
and the dollar, but in case of conflict 
It believed in the m an before the dol­ 
lar.* 
L in en ! ii D idn’t Say It 
“Mr. Lincoln never said th at or any­ 
thing like it in 1859, but in 1860 he 
did say w hat Mr. Bryan has probably 
twisted to serve his purpose. In argu­ 
ing th at tho traffic in slaves was inher­ 
ently wrong. 
Mr. Lincoln said he did 
not believe in ‘weighing 
the 
dollar 
against hum an life.’ 
“This was in answ er to the defend­ 
ers of the slave owners, who claimed 
th at to do away with slavery would 
destroy property rights, and were it 
not for these sam e slave owners and 
th eir 
descendants, Mr. Bryan would 
not now have the slightest chance of 
elestlon. 
“▲gain, in defending his advocacy 
af ratifying the treaty with Spain, he 
quotes Lincoln as saying: ’Can aliens 
m ake treaties easier than friends can 
m ake laws 7’

“Lincoln never said th is a t all. The 
language is th at of Napoleon Bona­ 
parte after the battle of Marengo, tho 
greatest im perialist who 
ever 
lived 
since the days of Caesar and Alexan­ 
der. 
"F u rth er on he quotes 
Lincoln as 
saying: ‘The safety of this nation is 
not in its fleets, its arm ies, its forts, 
but in the spirit which prizes liberty 
as the heritage of all men in all lands, 
aud we can not destroy this 
spirit 
w ithout planting the seeds of despot­ 
ism at our doors.’ 
"Lincoln never said th is or anything 
like it. The quotation, however, seems 
to be garbled from Daniel W ebster’s 
speech 
on ‘Education,’ in which he 
says: 
“ ‘W e may erect bulw arks 
against 
foreign invasion, but w hat power shall 
we find in walls to protect the people 
against them selves?' 
"Then, again, Bryan quotes Jeffer­ 
son as saying, ‘If there be one princi­ 
ple more deeply-rooted than any other 
in the mind of every Am erican, it is 
th at we should have nothing to do 
with conquest,’ and ‘Conquest is not in 
our principles: it Is inconsistent with 
our government.* 
“The first quotation was never a l ­ 
tered by Jefferson a t ail. 
It can be 
found in a special m essage of Presi­ 
dent Monroe to congress on May 9, 
1820, dealing with the 
treaty 
with 
Spain. 
The second quotation can not 
be found anywhere. 
It has neither 
fath er nor m other. 
Jefferson, how­ 
ever, did say: 
“ I know the acquisition of Louisiana 
has been disapproved by some from a 
candid apprehension th a t the enlarge­ 
m ent of our territory would endanger 
the Union. But who can lim it the ex­ 
tent to which the federative principle 
may operate effectively? 
The larger 
oirr association the less it will be af­ 
fected by local passions.’ 
"As bearing on the attitude of the 
United States tow ard the Philippines. 
Mr. Bryan quotes Jefferson as saying: 
‘I know of but one code of m orality 
for men, w hether acting singly or col­ 
lectively.’ 
“Jefferson did say this, but It was 
In speaking of the actions of Aaron 
B urr and his friends, then plotting 
treason against the 
United 
States. 
B ryan’s further statem ent th at F rank­ 
lin said: ’A highwaym an is as much 
of a robber when he plunders in a 
gang as singly, and a nation which 
m akes an unjust w ar is only a great 
gang,’ Is as bold a falsehood as ever 
a literary pretender uttered. 
F ran k ­ 
lin never used even kindred language 
at* any time. 
“He even quotes Admiral Dewey as 
saying: 
‘The Filipinos are more cap­ 
able of self-governm ent than the Cu­ 
bans,* and in all of Dewey's reports 
there Is nothing of the kind.

Enormous Increase In W ages 
Paid Employes.

Ed Cook Sued. 


Frank McCoy has entered suit in 
the court of Squire M cCarron against 
Ed Cook for $2 67, a balance claimed 
due for labor. 
Cook will co n test the case and it 
will come up for trial tonight at 7 
o’clock. 
As McCoy is a non-resident 
of the city he was compelled to fur­ 
nish security for th e costs. 


No less than $4,400,208 is the in­ 
crease in wages paid by the railroads 
of Ohio to their employes for the last 
fiscal year, as compared 
with 
1895. 
This is the difference between McKin­ 
ley times and Democratic times. 
Un­ 
der McKinley the num ber of employes 
on Ohio railroads increased 9,405. The 
gross 
earnings 
increased 
$9,263,807, 
with an increase of $1,876,8-11 in net 
earnings. 
The great item of increase was in 
freight—from 67,000,000 tons to 104,- 
000,000 tons. 
This vast gain of more 
than 53 per cent, in freight handled 
means plainly that the shippers get 
the benefit of much lower rates. 
The 
fact is th at there is not outside of 
the United States any country that 
carries freight for the distance that 
the American railroads move it at aa 
low a price per ton per mile. Ameri­ 
can shippers have the lowest freight 
rates in the wide world. 
A nother very significant feature In 
these figure®, just completed by State 
Railroad Commissioner Kayler, is that, 
while the dividends to the stockhold­ 
ers of Ohio railroads were Increased 
by $835,903, th at gain was only .8 per 
cent., while the rate of gain to the 
employes was double as much, or 16 
per ce n t The employes received near­ 
ly three tim es as much from the rail­ 
roads of the state as was paid to the 
owners of the property, the wage earn­ 
ings being $32,076,046, while the en­ 
tire dividends paid amounted only to 
$11,157,185. 
Yet another interesting, even im­ 
p o rta n t feet is the 
vastly 
greater 
am ount of these wages paid to train­ 
men, 
trackm en, 
shopmen 
and 
the 
workingmen of all classes, as compar­ 
ed with the payments to officers and 
office employes. Out of the more than 
$32,000,000, all the general officers to­ 
gether got only $644,246; other offi­ 
cer!, $531,257; the general office clerks, 
$1,343,268. 
All the rest was paid to 
the classes above named, including the 
station agents and their helpers, and 
the workers along the lines of the 
road!.
